A Special Citizens Salute 


MRS. HUGH GIDLEY 


The first woman president of 
the East Jordan board of educa- 
tion, Mrs. Hugh Gidley, has spent 
many years in community civic 
work, 

Elected to the school board five 
years ago, Mrs, Gidley was the 
first woman member of the school's 
governing group. In July of this 
year she was elected to the pres- 
idency of the board, 

Mrs. Gidley was born Evelyn 
Kunkle in Chicago, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Floyd Kunkle, Later 
she lived with her parents in Gr- 
and Rapids, Detroit and Boyne 
City. 

While in Boyne City, Mrs. Gid- 
ley was graduated from high school 
and later attended Ferris Insti- 
tute and the University of Michi- 
gan. Although she has a commer- 
cial teaching degree, she has 
never taught school, 

She was united in marriage in 
Petoskey in 1939 to Hugh Gidley, 
of East Jordan, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Gidley. The Gidley 
family has operated a drug store 
in East Jordan for more than 65 
years. 

The Gidley's have three children. 
James is a teacher in Alba; Sally 
isemployed at Detroit Edison Com- 


pany and Nina is a Junior at East 
Jordan high school. 

Mrs. Gidley is an Elder at the 
Presbyterian Church where she has 
held many church offices. She is 
vice-president of the East Jordan 
Garden Club and is a former girl 
scout leader.

A prime example of the 
need by all concerned in the field, is the exploration 
of the oceans for mapping as well as the develop-

We approve the legislative recommendation of 
Rep. Paul G. Rogers (D. Fla.) for the establishment 
of a National Commission on Oceanography. It 
would authorize the President to appoint a commis- 


. sion to investigate the current status of the U. S. in 


the field of oceanography and recommend a future 
course of action best geared to our national needs 


and development programs. 


The commission would be composed of five per- 
sons from the field of industry, five from govern- 
ment, and five from the universities and laborato- 


ries participating in oceanographic work. 


It would be given two years to complete its assign- 
ment and submit a report to the President and Con- 
gress. It is hoped that the result will enable industry 
to proceed independently in those areas where it is 
best fitted, and to work with scientists and govern- 
ment in the attainment of greater knowledge and 
achievement in developing the oceans’ resources for 


mankind,
